NO-CODE NEARER 
The possibility of a no-code amateur license 
began turning into a probability recently 
with two major developments: first, a 
statement by Barry Goldwater K7UGA in 
favor of one, and second, the report of an 
ARRL committee, also in favor. The 
proposed no-code ticket would grant very 
limited 2-meter digital priviliges, with all 
privileges at 220 and above. Apparently, 
experience in other countries with a no-code 
license has been very favorable, so don't be 
surprised if it appears here soon. The May 
issues of Q&7 and 73 both had major 
articles about the issue; what's your 
opinion ?
